WARRANT. 


The  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Ashland,  in  the 
County  of  Grajton^  in  said  State^  qualified  to  vote  in 
Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  said  Ashland  on  Tuesday,  the  thirteenth  day  of 
March,  1917,  at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon  to 
act  upon  the  following  subjects : 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and 
make  appropriation  of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  increase  and  support  of 
the  town  library. 

4.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  observance  of  Memorial 
day. 

5.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  laying  out,  building  and 
repairing  of  highways  and  bridges  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

6.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  to  defray  the  current  expenses 
of  the  lire  department  for  the  ensuing  year.

7.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the 
town  poor. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  repair  the  con- 
crete streets  and  sidewalks  and  raise  and  appropriate 
money  for  the  same. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  install  three 
street  lights  on  Collins  street,  leading  by  the  residence 
of  Almon  Carter,  Charles  B.  Huckins  and  the  leather- 
board  mill. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  widen  the 
bridge  on  Main  street  near  Fifield's  Garage,  over 
Squam  river,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  build  a  con- 
crete street  on  Winter  street,  from  near  the  residence 
of  John  Morrison  towards  the  Boston  &  Maine  railroad 
passenger  station  to  the  land  of  said  railroad,  and  raise 
and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  build  a  state 
road,  so  called,  from  the  tracks  of  the  Boston  &  Maine 
railroad  near  the  freight  depot  at  Ashland,  beginning 
on  the  westerly  side  of  said  tracks  by  the  residence  of 
Frank  Harris;  Ross  P.  Sanborn  to  the  New  Hampton 
town  line,  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the 
same. 

13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  state 
aid  for  construction  of  new  highways  and  repair  of  the 
state  highways. 

14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  establish  a 
non-partisan  electric  light  commission. 

15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  ratify  its  vote 
taken  at  the  biennial  election  November  7,  1916,  rela- 


tive  to  the  expediency  of  acquiring  or  establishing  an 
electric  light  plant  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase  a 
town  flag,  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the 
same. 

17.  To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  vote  as  salary 
for  Municipal  Court  Justice  for  the  ensuing  year. 

18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  extend  the 
town  water  on  West  Main  street  to  Green  Grove  ceme- 
tery.

ASHLAND  SPECIAL   SCHOOL  BISTIRCT. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Ashland: 

The  schools  of  the  special  district  are,  as  during 
the  past  few  years,  under  the  supervision  of  the  High 
school  principal.  In  the  grades  and  the  High  school 
the  work  of  instruction  has  been  uniformly  satisfac- 
tory. Teachers,  elected  to  fill  vacancies  caused  by  res- 
ignations of  the  preceding  year,  are  fitting  into  their 
Fositions  efficiently.  The  present  registration  of  the 
schools  shows  a  total  of  239,  108  boys  and  iSl  girls. 
This  is  a  gain  of  27  pupils  according  to  the  report  for 
last  year.  Attendance  has  been  remarkably  good  this 
year,  and  the  truant  officer  has  had  no  obstinate  cases 
brought  to  his  attention. 

In  the  Hgih  school  there  are  at  present  51  mem- 
bers, divided  Ji.mong  courses  as  follows :  College  course, 
17;  English  course,  10;  and  Domestic  Arts  course  24. 
The  course  in  Domestic  Arts  continues  to  be  popular, 
as  all  of  the  girls  but  six  are  enrolled  in  it. 

Such  text  books  and  supplies  as  have  been  needed 
have  been  purchased.  All  classes  are  well  supplied 
with  the  necessary  reference  books. 

The  usual  number  of  tuition  pupils  are  enrolled 
and  serve  as  a  source  of  revenue  to  the  district.  It  is 
hoped  to  make  their  number  even  larger  by  legitimate 
canvassing  among  the  surrounding  towns. 

Visitors  to  both  the  High  school  and  the  grades 
are  cordially  welcome.  It  is  highly  desirable  that  their 
numbe^;  rhould  constantly  increase. 

The  grammar  school  building  is  in  very  good  con- 


dition,  thanks  to  recent  expenditures.  In  the  High 
school  building,  however,  it  should  appear  desirable  to 
improve  the  appearance  of  the  walls,  and  especially 
to  do  something  towards  obtaining  slate  blackboards, 
to  replace  the  present  substitutes,  which  have  out- 
lasted their  period  of  usefulness. 

The  teachers  at  present  in  the  employ  of  the  dis- 
trict are: 

In  the  High  school — F.  W.  Knight,  Science  and 
Mathematics;  Miss  Florence  Hubbard,  English  and 
Domestic  Arts ;  Miss  Emelyn  Nickerson,  French,  Latin 
and  History. 

In  the  grades — Anna  Lawrence,  grade  8;  Emily 
Cook,  grade  7 ;  Ida  Mann,  grade  6 ;  Caro  Clay,  grade  5 ; 
Minnie  Thompson,  grade  4 ;  Blanche  Rogers,  grade  3 ; 
Mildred  Smith,  grade  2 ;  and  Mary  Roberts,  grade  1.

Domestic  Arts  1. — Cooking  and  Sewing.  Require- 
ments :  to  serve  at  least  nine  meals  a  year.  Each  pupil 
to  serve  at  least  one  complete  breakfast  and  luncheon. 
Study  of  cooking  appliances.  Use  of  kitchen  utensils 
and  appliances.  Care,  setting  and  serving  of  table. 
Designing  of  menus,  study  of  costs  and  of  nutritive 
values. 

Sewing. — Hand  work,  machine  work,  use  of  pat- 
terns, cutting,  fitting;  making  of  garments.  Study  of 
goods,  costs  and  adaptability  to  persons.  Each  pupil 
to   make:   apron,   corset  cover,   drawers,   nightgown,

ftiiddy  blouse,  summer  dress  or  skirt,  and  to  draft  a. 
pattern,  for  skirt,  shirt  waist,  drawers  and  petticoat. 

Second  Year^ 

English  2. — Composition,  Rhetoric  and  Literature 
(Shackford  Judson)  Thirty  themes  per  year..  For 
reading  and  study:  Washington's  Farewell  Address, 
Romeo  and  Juliet,  Golden  Treasury,  Tale  of  Two  Cities- 
Eight  books  read  outside  class. 

Latin  2. — Caesar  (Allen  and  Greenough)  four 
books.  Prose  composition  (Baker  Inglis).  A  term  of 
Ovid..    Sight  reading. 

French  1.- — Grammar  (New  Chardenal)  complete. 
250  to  300  pages  of  easy  prose,  Aldrich  &  Foster's 
French  Reader. 

Geometry. — Text  Hart  &  Feldman's,  complete,  in- 
cluding from  860  to  450  original  exercises. 

Arithmetic.^ — Text,  Moore  &  Miner's,  complete. 
Special  emphasis  laid  on  business  arithmetic. 

Domestic  Arts  2. — Household  Mechanical  Appli- 
ances. Study  of  appliances  used  inside  and  around  the 
home,  as  heating  appliances,  plumbing,  electricity,  and 
other  forms  of  lighting,  machines,  etc. 

Sanitation:  applied  to  the  household  and  sur- 
roundings: study  of  disease,  modes  of  infections,  etc. 
Ventilation,  water  supply,  food  supply,  disposal  of  ref- 
use. Study  of  home  site,  building  plans,  treatment  of 
floor,  walls,  furnishings,  and  care  of  same. 

Hygiene. — Personal  hygiene,  care  of  body,  cloth- 
ing, bedrooms,  etc. 
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Third  Year. 

English  3. — Composition  and  Rhetoric  (Hitch- 
cock). Thirty  themes.  Long's  EngHsh  Literature. 
For  Reading  and  study :  Macbeth,  Vicar  of  Wakefield, 
Webster's  First  Bunker  Hill  Oration,  Sohrab  and  Rus- 
tum,  Carlyle's  Essay  on  Burns.  Eight  books  read  out- 
side of  class.

L'Avare,  Huit  Contes 
Choisis,  Stories  from  French  Realists,  Les  Miserables, 
Eugenie  Granget,  Le  Cid. 

Math.  Rev.     As  for  third  year.

Chemistry. — Recitations,  lectures  and  laboratory 
work,  including  60  or  more  experiments  by  individual 
students  with  notebook  records. 

American  History. — Essentials  in  American  His- 
tory (Hart).  Essentials  of  Civil  Government  (Peter- 
man).  Advanced  Civics  (Forman).  Constitution  of 
N.  H.  and  the  U.  S.  A  study  of  the  history  and  govern- 
ment to  the  present  day. 

Domestic  Arts  4. — An  advanced  course  in  cooking, 
a  study  of  household  accounts  and  marketing.  Study 
of   the   construction,   design,    and   decoration   of   the 

home.
